The Plates 
im Paris I to XII have no lettering, and those in parts XIII to XX 
neither lettering or numerical references. The front wrapper of 
Part I carries the words “‘ With Illustrations by R. W. Buss,’ and 
the back wrapper advertises ‘‘ No. III of the Library of Fiction.” 
Though not of the earliest issue the wrapper of this Part I, has not 
hitherto been recorded in this state. Plates 2, 3 and 4 appear to have 
been re-etched, e.g., in the second plate there 1s only one window to the 
left of the lamp-post, in the third plate there is no catch to the gate-post, 
and plate four contains 11 floor-boards.
